CURE TUBERCULOSIS. 


Poverty and Alcohol Are Respon- 
sible for Many Cases of the “White 
Plague”—Asserts That Children 
Should Be Well Fed and He Attacks 
Sium Conditions in This City. 


Dr. S. A. Knopf appeared before the 
Anti-Tuberculosis|) League ai the 
Woman's Club House last night and 
alked for an hour or more upon the 
opic, “Warfare Against Tuberculosis.” 
Twenty years ago Dr. Knopf was a 
tudent at tlé los Angeles Medica! 
Pollege, gnd walking along the sireet 
ne day, he came upon a negro suf- 
ering from tuberculosis. He immedi- 
ely took the case in hand, and be- 
ame so interested in the subject that 
disease became his hobby. He 
yent to New Yoark and pursued his 
hvestigations, afterward going to 
aris, London and Vienna on the same 
hission. Now he is proprietor of an 
nti-tuberculosis hospital in New 
fork and @ recognized authority upon 
he cure and preyention of the dread 
white plague.” | 
Hiis lecture last night was before an 
udience that filied every chair in the 
lubhouse, but it was not what might 
~termed a “Jearned”™ disquisition 
pon the subject, but, generally speak- 
&, an aggregation of practical hints 
mh the handling of patients for pre- 
enting the spread of the contagion. 
“I want it distinctly understood,” he 
mid at the outset, “that the warfare 
gainst is not a warfare 
eainst persons afflicted with tubercu- 
sis, but against the disease.

‘He read a long list of familiar nos- 
trums with excessive percentages of 
alcohol, and raise4 a laugh on Lydia 
Pinkham’s Compound, which he de- 
clared contains WN) 6-10 per cent. al- 
cohol, and a sulphur fditters which 
contains 20 per cent. alcohol and no 
sulphur.

ENGAGES IN BLOODY AFFRAY 
WITH ROUGH CROWD. 


Long Beach Tailor Starts Trouble 
in Cafe, Waiter Is Knocked Down, 
Newcomer's Scarf Pin Endangered, 
Patient at Hospital Has Narrow 
Escape—And End Is Not Yet. 


In attempting to quell a riot at the 
Palace cafe, First and Spring streets, 
last evening about 6:30 o'clock, Patrol- 
man Mike Holleran sustained a deep 
laceration of the upper lip, three of 
his teeth were knocked out and his 
fclub was wrested from his hands. 
However, the officer used his fists to 
good effect, and FP, Wiley, a Long 
Beach tailor and chief offender, was 
arrested.

Wiley wandered towards the bar, and 
seeing J. Guirado entering the cafe, 
went up to him and attempted to 
snatch a diamond from his necktie, 
say the police. 

Guirado resisted the attempt, and 
the other four of the party walked 
swiftly towards him. At this juncture 
the head waiter walked in with Hol- 
leran. The officer went up to the 
men and told them that they would 
have to leave. Before the policeman 
finished speaking one of the crowd 
(Holleran says it was Wiley) struck 
hin with a bottie. 

At the same instant another of the 
quintet snatched Holleran’’s club and 
struck at him. The policeman dodge‘ 
the rain of blows and with one fist 
sent Wiley sprawling to the floor. 
while with the other he crowded back 
the assailants. In another instant the 
fight was over. 

Other officers were in the place at 
the time and rushed towards their 
comrade, but before they could réach 
him he had his assailants overpow- 
ered. The force of the blow from the 
officer’s fist and the fall on the floor 
rendered Wiley unconscious, He was 
sent to the Receiving Hospital and a 
ae of battery was placed against 
ilin.

SUICIDE LEAVES PATHETIC NOTE 
TO YOUNG WOMAN. 


Widower of Six Months Prefers 
Death to Life Without Woman Whe

Unrequited love caused the suicide 
of A. J. Kennedy, a teamseter residing 
at No. 1359 Lawrence street, yesterday 
morning.

drinking heavily. He went directly to 
his room, and was not seen alive 


again. At 6 o'’chock yesterday morn- 
ing Benton found the body. 

About six months ago Kennedy's 
wife died, and since that time the 
man has been drinking steadily. He 
has brooded over some trouble, and 
his friends say his love for Missa Wad- 
dell caused him to take hig life after 
he had found out positively she would 


have nothing to do with him. The 
suicide leaves a daughter aged 3 
years. 


The local lodge of Woodmen of the 
World, of which Kennedy was a mem- 
ber, will have charge of the funeral. 
An inquest will be held at Bresee 
Bros.’ morgue today.

PROMINENT RAILROAD MAN DEAD 


A telegram received at the local of- 
fice of the New York Central Lines 
announces the death of A. J. Smith, 
the general pavssenger agent of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Rallway. He had been in failing health 
since iast epring, and the news was not 
altogether unexpected. 

Mr. Smith was born in Churchville. 
N. Y., and was 64 years old. He en- 
listed in the Union Army at the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion, and was mus- 
tered out at the close of the war with 
the rank of colonel.

: A Sane Solution of the Tunnel Problem 


108 ANGELES, July 31.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:} The recent con- 
troversy over the construction of a 
tunnel at Fourth | street and the still 
recent war of conflicting ete- 
nents at Second) street, indicate a 
condition of affairs, which. if not 
amicably adjusted, bodes much future 
trouble to the city. Our neighbors 
West of Olive Heights are demanding, 
and not without reason, better ap- 
proaches, by means of tunnels, to the 
pee center of the city, while the 
iil residents and property holders 
are as firmly determined that none of 
the present avenues to their territory 
shall be obstructed by open tunnel ap- 
roaches. Only upon the plea of ab- 
eplute necessity, and the greatest good 
tp the greatest number. should this be 
@liowed. is it a necessity? And is 
there not a more sane solution of the 
Vexatious problem? Let us see. A 
{trty-foot open tunnel approach on 
Second street, between Hil! and Olive, 
would certainly cause immense depre- 
clation of values on that block, un- 
less it be on the lower sixty feet. The 
proposed opening of Clay street would 
be rendered worse than useless, while 
every foot of property upon Olive 
Heights, especially on Olive street, be- 
tween First and Third streets, would 
be very seriously affected. A conser- 
Vative estimate of these damages 
would be $500,000. 
Per contra: Let a lot sixty feet wide 
ad Secoml street and running 
through from Hill to Olive, be pur- 
chased at a cost of, say, $60,000 lor the 
ill-street front. and $30,000 for the 
Olive-street front, The Olive-street 
front would be just as valuable for 
building purposes after the tunnel was 
Bullt as before, while the Hili-street 
front could be utilized for building to 
the very street line. as there would be 
ft ten feet on elther side of the ap- 
roach for elevator and stair entrances 
th any structure that might be erected 
aver the tunnel. I would, therefore, 
place the depreciation of the Hill-street 
front at not more than 530 per cent. of 
its present value, or $30,000. Probably 
a similar approach at the west end of 
the tunnel could be obtained for half 
that sum, making the aggregate dam- 
age or expense bill $45,000. being less 
than 10 per cent. of the damages ac- 
cruing to property itn case of a street 
approach. If the second lot north of 
Second street, now occupied by “The 
Locke,” should be taken, no bulldings 
need be disturbed and the damage ac- 
count undoubtedly would be much be- 
low the above estimate. If these esti- 
rrates should be modified to a consid- 
erable extent, still the fact would un- 
doubtedly remain that of the two 
methods of approach, the private way
